contact who will occasionally place a special story" In response 
t6~Wir*' guidance or suggestion. 

CL _3 , editor for military and European Security 
affairs, is a cooperative contact willing to place an occasional 
story if it has a bearing on his areas of interest. 



2. Vienna. Wochenpresse . Independent, a political/economic/,, 
cultural weekly widely read in leading Austrian governmental, 
economic and intellectual circles. 

Access: _3 Foreign News Editor, was salaried asset 

until late 1968 when he asked for a temporary suspension of 
BKHERALD contact. Re-recruited in late 1974, he has agreed 
to accept press placements appropriate to his area of responsi- 
bility. 



3. Vienna. Per Kurier . Independent, daily. Circulation, 
450,000. One of Austria's two largest mass-circulation dailies 
El somewhat less sensational than its chief rival, Die Neue 
Kronenzeitung . 

Access: C— 3 , a witting unsalaried asset, who freelances 

for Der Kurier and has placed several stories at the request 
of the Station. He is essentially a reporter rather than a 
commentator and prefers placements with newsworthy value. 



4. Salzburg. Salzburger Nachrichten . Generally regarded as 
one of the best serious newspapers in Austria, the Sn lzburger 
Nachrichten is read throughout all of Austria and also has 
significant readership outside the country.
